CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: January 7, 2015 

9 C.F.R. § 2.131(e) Handling of animals. When climatic conditions present a 
threat to an animal’s health or well-being, appropriate measures must be taken 
to alleviate the impact of those conditions. An animal may never be subjected 
to any combination of temperature, humidity, and time that is detrimental to the 
animal’s health or well-being, taking into consideration such factors as the 
animal’s age, species, breed, overall health status, and acclimation. 

You failed to take appropriate measures to alleviate the impact of 
climatic conditions that presented a threat to your animals’ health. 
You housed three cotton top tamarins in an outdoor enclosure with a 
heated indoor den. During afternoon rounds, your staff did not re- 
open the sliding door on the front of the indoor den, and the animals 
were locked outside overnight. Your staff discovered the tamarins the 
following morning and provided veterinary care. The adult male 
tamarin recovered, but the adult female and her two year old 
offspring died. 


The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $1,700. 
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
